Fifty thou sand broth­ 
ers of the Canad ians “who sav ed the 
d ay at Yp res” are here tod ay , getting 
read y to carry on the share of the 
bu rd en the Dominion has shou ld ered . 
Sp read ou t ov er the rolling lu lls 
of Su rrey are the two greatest Can­ 
ad ian camp s in all England . 
Here, 
in what was once a wild erness of p ine 
and sp ru ce and iv y , Canad ian offi­ 
cers are d rilling men to tak e their 
p laces in the biy offensiv e, alread y 
u nd er way on the West Front. 
Witley , the largest of the camp s, 
and Bramshot, where the raw recru its 
fresh from Sask atchewan or Nov a 
Scotia are 
d rilled 
are 
ex clu siv ely 
Canad ian organisations. 
The few 
u nits of Americans hav e mov ed off 
to the front. 
Imp erial 
officers are 
here only on v isits. 
The resu lt is that the sp irit of Can­ 
ad a and a new-fou nd efficiency which 
the command ers d eclare is mak ing 
the ov er-seas forces the finest train­ 
ed in the world |>ermeate the camp s. 
The men are fighting for England , bu t 
when they sp eak of “ Home” they 
mean Canad a.

For a moment ev ery thing i- q u iet, 
sav e for the occasional harsh cawing 
of a flock of crows. 
Then the silence 
is brok en by a crash of mu sk etry and 
the rattle of the d ead ly machine gu ns
